Selectmen review 
requests and | 
appointments

WILMINGTON — During 
the Board of Selectmen’s 
meeting on Monday night, 
they recognized the need 
to reformat due to the el- 
ection the previous Satur- 
day. Since former Select- 
man and Chair Jonathan 
Eaton had not run for re- 
election, former chair 
Greg Bendel led the meet- 
ing. He explained that the 
board would be making 
new chairman nomina- 
tions at their next meeting. 

The newly assembled 
board, including its new- 
est member Lilia Maselli, 
unanimously approved the 
requests of Charles Ug- 
lietto for a flammable li- 
cense for 36 Jonspin Road 
and of Nilesh Patel to be- 
come the 100 percent 
shareholder for Wilming- 
ton Wine and Spirit at 258 
Main St. 

The former included rec- 
ommendations from Buil- 
ding Inspector Al Spaul- 
ding and Director of Plan- 
ning and Conservation 
Valerie Gingrich, while 
the latter didn’t concern 
these town officials. 

Later, the board received 
communications on the 
sale of Textron property, 
the official invitation into 
the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority for the 
Wildwood School, and var- 


ious requests for reappoint- 
ment to positions. 

Hull mentioned that he 
had inquired about the 
prospect of a long-term 
lease on the Textron prop- 
erty for the tennis courts 
and ballfields and this was 
good news for the town. 

For the MSBA invitation, 
he said that the town will 
have 270 days from July 1 
to complete a number of 
tasks and put aside fund- 
ing for the feasibility 
study. This would require a 
special Town Meeting later 
this year. 

Paul Bruce and Ronald 
DiGiorgio wrote the board 
requesting to be reinstated 
as constables. Mary Os- 
good and Jay Donovan 
both wrote the board ask- 
ing for Osgood to be reap- 
pointed to the Board of 
Registrars. 

There was also a letter 
received from former sel- 
ectman and chair Jona- 
than Eaton resigning from 
the Commission on Disa- 
bilities. The board nomi- 
nated Selectman Gary De- 
Palma as their represen- 
tative on the Commission 
on Disabilities as Eaton’s 
replacement. 

The board then approved 
requests from Ariana Gil- 
more to use the town gaze- 
bo for a wedding on Aug. 7

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Selectmen discuss 
articles for 
Town Meeting

WILMINGTON — Town 
Manager Jeff Hull started 
the conversation around 
the annual Town Meeting 
during the Board of Sel- 
ectmen meeting on Mon- 
day night. He shared that 
the Board of Selectmen 
are assigned certain mo- 
tions during the meeting, 
the same way that Plan- 
ning Board or School Com- 
mittee members are. He 
divided these up for each 
board member to make 
specific motions through- 
out the meeting for the 
articles as presented. 

What he brought before 
the board that night was 
the combination of arti- 
cles for a “consent agen- 
da.” He said that the con- 
sent agenda would contain 
articles that don’t create 
much debate or controver- 
sy together into a single 
vote. 

“The idea is to provide 
some measure of efficien- 
cy for moving the process 
along while not taking 
anyone’s right away to de- 
bate .any particular arti- 
cles,” he continued. 

When the consent agenda 
is finalized, he promised to 
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send out reassignments to 
each board member for 
what motions they’ll then 
make. 

Hull listed articles 2, 4, 7, 
8, 9, 10, 12, 13, 16, 17, 18, 20, 
21, 22, 24, 25, 26, 36, 37, 38, 
39, and 41 in this agenda. 
These articles cover things 
like reports, balances, vot- 
ing machines, public safe- 
ty servers, mobile comput- 
ers, radio alarms, robotics 
equipment, storm sewer 
systems, and the appropri- 
ation of funds for PEG 
access. 

Bendel wanted to check 
that residents will be able 
to speak on any of the arti- 
cles within the consent 
agenda during the discus- 
sion. Kevin Caira asked 
Hull whether residents will 
be able to make amend- 
ments to the consent agen- 
da if they want to add or 
delete any articles. Hull 
confirmed that both of 
these actions would be 
allowed, 

Jomarie O’Mahony asked 
whether the vote for the 
consent agenda would be 
the first vote of the meet- 
ing. Hull answered that it 
would probably come after 
the special Town Meeting 
which would follow the 
vote on Article 1. The “con- 
sent agenda” would only 
go forward if the vote pass- 
es, otherwise the articles 
proposed in the consent 
agenda will be voted upon 
separately. 

Bendel mentioned that 
the idea of a “consent: agen- 
da” was started last year 
by the town moderator, and 
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Mj Byrnes, David Kagsaate

The two School Com- 
mittee seats with three- 
year terms had new-

running. Both incum- 
bents won re-election to 
the School Committee. 

Ragsdale won his seat 
with 788 votes, and 
Byrnes won her seat 
with 727 total votes. De- 
Feo was not far behind, 
as he earned himself 
477 total votes. 

The School Commit- 
tee seat with the two- 
year term had candi- 
dates Justin Cusce, 
Yvonne Helbert and Me- 
lissa Plowman. Plow-

man won the seat, with 
an impressive 778 votes. 
Cusce received 132 votes 
and Helbert received 
195 votes. 

The unopposed candi- 
date for the seat on the 
Board of Selectmen was 
Lilia Maselli. She won 
the position with 988 
votes. She will serve 
three years on the 
Board of Selectmen. 

The unopposed candi- 
date for the role of town 
moderator was former 
Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen Jonathan 
Eaton. He won the posi- 
tion with 1,007 votes in

The U.S. Department of the Treasury and the Internal 
Revenue Service have issued final regulations that 


require taxpayers to 


reduce 


their charitable 


contribution deductions by the amount of any state or 
local tax credits they receive or expect to receive in 
return. The IRS stated that taxpayers may treat 
payments they make in exchange for these credits as 
state or local tax payments. This allows some taxpayers 
to deduct certain of the payments as taxes. 

Under the final regulations, a taxpayer making 
payments to an entity eligible to receive tax-deductible 
contributions must reduce the federal charitable 
contribution deduction by the amount of any state or 
local tax credit that the taxpayer receives or expects to 
receive in return. The regulations also apply to 
payments made by trusts or decedents’ estates in 
determining the amount of their charitable contribution 


deductions. 


For example, if a state grants a 70 percent state tax 
credit pursuant to a state tax credit program, and an 
itemizing taxpayer contributes $1,000 pursuant to that 
program, the taxpayer receives a $700 state tax credit. 
A taxpayer who itemizes deductions must reduce the 
$1,000 federal charitable contribution deduction by the 
$700 state tax credit, leaving a federal charitable 
contribution deduction of $300. 

The regulations provide exceptions for dollar-for- 
dollar state tax deductions and for tax credits of no 
more than 15 percent of the amount transferred.

Lowell General vaccine program administers 100,000th dose 


LOWELL - Lowell’ General 
Hospital’s Mass Vaccination 
Program administered its 
100,000th dose of COVID-19 
vaccine on Friday, April 23, to 
Emily Church, of Newton, who 
received her first dose of 
Pfizer vaccine. 

Lowell General Hospital was 
one of the first hospitals in the 
state to start vaccinating 
employees on Dec. 15, 2020. It 
opened a regional vaccination 
site at Cross River Center in

doses per day, five days a 
week.

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Hathorne family, once prominent, 
left Wilmington by 1780

The Richardson - Ha- 
thorne house on Woburn 
Street in Wilmington was 
used for early town meet- 
ings. There is a record of 
the 1740 town meeting be- 
ing held there. 

In 1740, it was the home 
of Samuel Hathorne, who 
had come from Lynnfield 
in 1787. 

In his 1880 historical ad- 
dress, Rev. Daniel Noyes 
lists the house as having 
been there in 1730, when 
the town was founded. 

A key point of discussion 
in the 1740 town meeting 
concerned the town pas- 
tor. Rev. James Varney 
had been the pastor, and 
had left. Isaac Morrill was 
proposed as pastor. Seven 
of the possibly 30 men pre- 
sent dissented from his 
election. These included 
Ebenezer Jones, Lt. Ben- 
jamin Harnden, John 
Harnden, Capt. Samuel 
Walker, William Butter 
and Samuel Hathorne. 
‘Samuel Hathorne was 


descended from Maj. Wil- 
liam Hathorne (1606-1681), 


who settled in Salem. Sam- 


uel would probably have 
been a third generation 
descendant. 

Maj. Hathorne’s third 
son, fifth child, was John, 
who became a judge in 
the Salem Witch Trials in 
1692. It is said that he was 
particularly accusatory in 
his examination of wit- 
nesses, and that he was 
the only judge involved 
who did not later recant 
and apologize for his con- 
demnation of people to 
death. 

A later descendant was 
Nathaniel Hawthorne, born 
in Salem in 1804. So 
ashamed was he of the rec- 
ord of Justice John Ha- 
thorne that he changed his 
name upon graduation from 
Bowdoin College, adding a 
W. He became one of the 
most prominent novelists 
of the Romantic period in 
the mid-1800’s. Among his 
works were The Scarlet 
Letter and The House of 
Seven Gables. 

This writer has not de 


veloped a clear line for 
the Hathorne family. Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne evi- 
dently was a cousin of 
sorts to the Wilmington 
Hathornes, but the exact 
relationship has not been 
determined. 

The Wilmington book of 
births, . marriages and 
deaths lists 16 Hathorne 
births, including nine to 
John and Esther between 
1744 and 1766. Hight of 
these were boys. The Ha- 
thorne family disappeared 
from Wilmington about 
the time of the Revolu- 
tionary War, 1775-1782. 

The last birth recorded 
was in 1768. The last mar- 
riage recorded was in 1780, 
between William Hathorne 
of Woolwich and Mary 
Jenkins of Wilmington. 
Woolwich is a town near 
Bath, Maine, then part of 
Massachusetts. 

It was speculated that 
the Hathornes were Tories. 
In 1774, the town meeting 
ordered the town treasur- 
er to pay in full the amount 
assessed by the Continen- 
tal Congress — clear indi- 


cation that the town was 
leaning toward the colon- 
ists. It was also ordered to 
form a committee to draw 
up a “solemn league and 
covenant.” Appointed to 
this committee were Cad- 
wallader Ford, Jr., Timo- 
thy Walker, Lt. Ebenezer 
Jones, Joshua Hames, and 
John Hathorne. 

Two weeks later, the com- 
mittee made its report, 
which was unanimously 
adopted, and a committee 
was appointed to gather 
signatures on the coven- 
ant. In four of the five 
names, it was the same 
committee. However, there 
is a note that one member 
of the committee refused 
to sign. That man would be 
John Hathorne. 

The other four members 
of thé committee all march- 
ed to Concord on April 18, 
1775. Ford was captain of 
the Minutemen and Walk- 
er of the militia. 

After that time, there 
are no Hathornes listed in 
town records.

Vote no on Article 60 at 
Wilmington Town Meeting 


Dear Wilmington resi- 
dents, 

I am writing this letter to 
urge you to attend Town 
Meeting on May 1, 2021 and 
oppose ARTICLE 60. 

ARTICLE 60 seeks to re- 
zone parcels that are cur- 
rently Residential 60 (R60) 
to Highway Industrial (HI). 

The proponents of this 
article have claimed that 
access to this land would 
be from Route 125. How- 
ever, there is currently no 
application pending with 
Mass. Highway for any 
type of access to this prop- 
erty from Route 125. There- 
fore, the only current’ ac- 
cess to this property is 
from Woburn Street, An- 
‘dover Street and Ains- 
worth Road. — 

If the access to this site 
is truly planned to be from 
Route 125, then there 
would be no need to re- 
zone parcels 103-24 and 
103-244 by Ainsworth 
Road. If the applicant does 
not need to use Ainsworth 
Road to access his proper- 
ty, why are they re-zoning 
Ainsworth Road to High- 
way Industrial (HI)? 

Furthermore, if the pro- 
ponents of this property 
truly plan to use Route 125 
for their access, they 
could very easily have 
provided a buffer between 
the residential properties 
nearest to Ainsworth Road 
and their planned develop- 
ment by leaving a portion 
of the property as Resi- 
dential 60. 

Although the proponents 
of Article 60 indicate that 


they are proposing a hotel 
and a restaurant, if this 
article passes it would al- 
low any other type of use 
allowed in a Highway In- 
dustrial Zone, including 
large retail stores. If they 


. truly planned to build a 


hotel and restaurant, they 
would not need Highway 
Industrial zoning. 

Large retail stores or oth- 
er allowed Highway Indus- 
trial uses could lead to 
thousands of cars daily 
accessing the area through 
what is currently a resi- 
dential neighborhood that 
is already congested with 
commuter traffic on a nar- 
row winding road. If this 
article passes, ‘the future 
of the Harnden Tavern/Rt 
62/Andover St/Woburn St 
area will be jeopardized 
forever. 

The subject property is 
also located in a Wellhead 
Protection Area (Zone II) 
and is adjacent to wetlands 
which feed into nearby 
town water department 
land and the Browns Cros- 
sing Wellfield. This area 
must be protected from 
industrial development. 

Town residents and the 
town’s reputation have al- 
ready suffered enough. We 
do not need to risk future 
mishaps with our water 
supply.

Reject article 60, 
as it puts town 
in bad position 


Dear editor, 

I am writing you today 
about my concerns on arti- 
cle 60 of the 2021 annual 
Town Meeting. This is the 
hotel article, rezoning pro- 
perties on Route 125 and 
Ainsworth Road. I am not 
totally opposed to the re- 
zoning of these properties 
in general. I am against 
the way these parcels are 
being presented for rezon- 
ing at this time. 

Article 60 is a request to 
rezone parcels R2-19A (land 
with frontage on Route 
125), R1-1A (land with fron- 
tage on 125), R1-2A (land 
with frontage on Ainsworth 
Road), 103-24A (abandoned 
railroad land between An- 
dover and Woburn Street), 
and 103-24 (private roadway 
on Ainsworth Road) from 
Residential 60 (R60) to 
Highway Industrial (HI). 

I have watched the peti- 
tioner make presentations 
on this project twice. One 
was at the joint meeting 
of the Finance Committee 
and Planning Board and 
the other at a recent Eco- 
nomic Development Com- 
mittee meeting. We are pre- 
sented with a hotel with 
restaurants or retail build- 
ings. 

This project is at the in- 
tersection of Route 125 
and Ballardvale Street, 
and is being presented as 
having it’s access point on 
Route 125. The petitioner’s 
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consultant, Mr. Michael 
Caira, their attorney, Mr. 
Michael Newhouse, and 
Finance Committee Mem- 
ber Leigh Martinson, all 
pointed out the petitioner 
is claiming access for this 
project on Route 125 with 
a curb cut. 

In order to access this 
property, the petitioner 
would need approval by 
the state to have an en- 
trance on Route 125 (at the 
existing intersection of 
Route 125 and Ballardvale 
Street). This is known as a 
“eurb cut,” and it has not 
been applied for let alone 
approved by the state. The 
process of approving this 
curb cut could take years. 

The petitioner currently 
cannot use this as an ac- 
cess point to their parcels. 
We should all be aware 
that they do have a second 
access point to these par- 
cels. The second access 
point would be from Ains- 
worth Road (a roadway 
that is accessible only 
from Andover or Woburn 
Streets, which are residen- 
tial areas). If you look at 
the article, the petitioner 
is rezoning five pieces 
land, and two of those are 
roadways. 

Why are they asking to 
rezone the parcels on Ains- 
worth Road and the other 
between Andover and Wo- 
burn Street? Access is the 
answer to this question. If 


Science instruction’s time has come 
for all students

Science has been with us 
forever but never so im- 
portant as this recent pan- 
demic demonstrated. Jus- 
tin Andersson in the Lear- 
ning Professional publica- 
tion commented, “As the 
world races to combat a 
pandemic, slow climate 
change and solving many 
other public health chal- 
lenges, its clear that devel- 
oping young people’s sci- 
entific knowledge should 
be an urgent priority in 
our schools.” 

How many times over 
the past months have we 
heard on national news 
and analysis programs to 
listen to what the science 
tells us and follow that 
advice. 

Andersson and his col- 
leagues feel that young 
people’s scientific knowl- 
edge should be an urgent 
priority in schools. These 
folks feel that the “Next 
Generation Science Stan- 
dards show the way but 
comment that many schools 
are having difficulty em- 
bracing an inquiry-based 
approach.” 

The Omaha, Nebraska 
Public schools launched a 
district-wide initiative that 
involved in-depth coach- 
ing and other professional 
learning experiences over 
a 15-month period. Evalu- 
ators observed classes, in- 
terviewed teachers, looked 
at achievement data and 
surveyed students. They 


they cannot get that curb 
cut, they will use this as 
access to the larger parcels. 
We have been told that the 
property owner would not 
do that, but I don’t buy it. 

The property owner is a 
multi-millionaire who deals 
in real estate. This proper- 
ty can be sold to another 
buyer that will have no ties 
to this rezoning article and 
will use whatever access 
they have. 

A curb cut may take 
years to be approved by 
the state, but the access 
on Ainsworth Road will be 
available immediately if 
this article passes. You 
tell me what route a devel- 
oper would take here. 

Asking Town Meeting to 
vote on this article as pre- 
sented, we are being asked 
to approve a rezoning that 
will allow the petitioner 
access to their site by 
diverting all their traffic 
through a - residential 
neighborhood. I am sorry, 
promises that the petition- 
er would not do that ring 
hollow to me_ because 
when he sells the property 
the next guy in line won’t 
have made that promise. 

The petitioner is putting 


reported marked improve- 
ments in teaching and 
learning in the Omaha 
approach.

To the editor, 

As Tewksbury continues 
to welcome new residents 
and businesses, it is impor- 
tant to implement inclu- 
sion opportunities when- 
ever possible. 

I’m currently in my 
fourth year serving on two 
committees in town. As a 
member of our Open Space 
committee, I’ve been in- 
volved in several outreach 
and information gathering 
events. I understand how 
important it is to get feed- 
back and input from resi- 
dents in order to guide the 
work I have done and con- 
tinue to do. Expanding op- 
portunity and encouraging 
engagement is beneficial 
in giving residents a voice 
and ensuring local govern- 
ment works for all mem- 
bers of the community. 

Tewksbury’s three cen- 
tral elected boards are the 
Board of Selectmen, the 
School Committee, and the 
Planning Board. Current- 
ly, each of these bodies has 
a three-year length of term, 
except for the five-year 
Planning Board. 

Article 28 asks the town 
to vote to change the term 
of 'an elected Planning 
Board member from five 
years to three years, as 
provided for in Massachu- 
setts General Law Chapter 
41 Section 81a. This change 
would realign the Plan- 
ning Board term to that of 
the Board of Selectmen 
and School Committee. 

By standardizing each of 
these primary boards to 
terms of three years, addi- 
tional opportunities are 
created for residents to 
guide how our local gov- 
ernment works. 

In researching this arti- 
cle, several Massachusetts 
cities and towns were con- 
tacted in order to see how 
three-year terms work for 
their communities. The 
overwhelming response by 


those involved in the plan- 
ning process was positive; 
that government works 
better for everybody when 
it is being infused with 
residents with a variety of 
perspectives and _ back- 
grounds. 

In the year that new zon- 
ing bylaws may be adopt- 
ed, current and future 
Planning Board members 
in Tewksbury will have new 
guidelines and parameters 
they’ll need to learn and 
adjust to. All sitting and 
future members will be 
learning to operate within 
these new parameters. 

As it would be with any 
new member regardless of 
term length, board mem- 
bers are brought up to 
speed by the existing Plan- 
ning Board and town staff 
in order to provide a seam- 
less transition and allow 
for the new members to 
provide feedback and a 
vote on the agenda items 
that come before them. 
This process allows for 
new members to get accli- 
mated and effectively con- 
tribute. 

If adopted, current Plan- 
ning Board members may 
fulfill their current terms. 
Any member elected after 
adoption would serve a 
three-year term. Any ap- 
pointments to the board 
for a vacated seat would 
fulfill the term of the seat 
vacated. 

Article 28 promotes civic 
engagement on a board 
central to decision making 
in the town of Tewksbury. 
It allows for more perspec- 
tives and input to ensure 
that local government 
decisions are made with us 
and not just for us. 

I respectfully ask for your 
support and vote for Article 
28 at our annual Town Meet- 
ing this Monday, May 3.

TEWKSBURY — Water- 
line replacement in Tewks- 
bury is an ongoing pro- 
cess, and has been for se- 
veral years. As the town’s 
infrastructure ages, town 
engineers have been wor- 
king on replacement proj- 
ects for various sections 
of water pipe. 

Each project is scoped, 
mapped, bid and execut- 
ed with a plan that takes 
into account all other 
improvements that may 
be on the horizon for a 
specific section of road- 
way. Town Engineer Ke- 
vin Hardiman is keenly 
aware of residents’ con- 
cerns and the impacts of 
disruption, and works 
with. project managers 
such as Andrew Stack to 
be sure that projects are 
impactful, cost efficient, 
and lasting in nature. 

Residents will be noti- 
fied prior to disruption 
so that they may plan 
for any service changes 
accordingly. 

As the spring construc- 
tion season gets rolling, 
one large project is the 
upgrade of water pipes on 
Miles Road, Water Street, 
Vernon Street, Bay State 
Road, and Temple Street 
near the Wilmington 
line.

There are several phas- 
es planned for water dis- 
tribution system upgrades 
in the area to replace the 
aging and undersized 
pipes. 

The project ‘will focus 
on replacing the existing 
6” transite, 2” iron, and 1.5” 
iron water main with an 
8” ductile iron water main. 
Improvements in water 
flow will be the most sig- 
nificant benefit of the 
transition to wider pipes 
along with improved reli- 
ability and durability. 

Ductile iron pipe is a 
more stable solution that 
what is currently instal- 
led. Each home along the 
main will be connected 
with a new copper tub- 
ing line at the curb stop 
valve. Existing fire hy- 
drants and hydrant pip- 
ing will be replaced with 
new hydrants. 

An additional improve- 
ment will be the installa- 
tion of new. fire hydrant 
locations which are now 
possible due to the wider 
service pipes, improving 
safety.

With the project’s cost estimates ranging 
between $245 and $300 million, Northeast 
Metropolitan Technical High School offi- 
cials’ ambitious proposal to erect a brand 
new three-story facility on a hillside opposite 
the existing vocational school might sound 
like a tough sell. 

But according to Northeast Metro Tech. 
Superintendent David DiBarri, since the 
Mass. School Building Authority (MSBA) 
appears increasingly likely to agree to pick 
up nearly 80 percent of the tab, he believes 
that come next fall, he’ll be pitching an un- 
heard of deal to the district’s 12 member 
communities. 

“Right now, we’re at a 79 percent reim- 
bursement rate that was guaranteed by the 
state. That expires in December of this year, 
so it’s really important we get this done,” 
said DiBarri in a recent interview with The 
Middlesex East: “We’re never going to get 
a better deal than this.” 

Saying few can argue against the need to 
replace the tired 53-year-old building off of 


Hemlock Road in Wakefield near the Saugus - 


line, longtime Northeast Metro Tech. School 
Committee member Robert McCarthy 
couldn’t agree more with DiBarri’s assess- 
ment. 

According to the Reading resident, after 
spending the better part of the past decade 
pleading with the MSBA for help with a new 
school, he and other School Committee 
members like Stoneham’s Larry Means can 
hardly believe the project is finally nearing 
the end of the MSBA’s schemmalic design and 
budgeting phase. 

“We’re in exciting times, ’' tel you that,” 
McCarthy remarked in a lengthy interview 
this week. “I can’t tell you how excited I am 
as a School Committee member to have my 
handprint on something that could deter- 


mine the course of vocational school edu- 
cation for the next 50 years...I mean, how 
big is that? It’s so significant.” 

“We’re on the back stretch, so to speak. 
And I don’t think will be a hard sell, to be 
honest,” Means commented in a separate 
conversation about the proposed building 
project. “What you'll have is all 12 commu- 
nities sharing the remaining cost of 21 per- 
cent.” 

According to Means and McCarthy, be- 
cause the cost of the school project is also 
broken down by each member community’s 
student enrollment numbers, smaller send- 
ing districts like the Middlesex East commu- 
nities of Reading, Stoneham, Winchester, 
and Woburn, and North Reading will be 
asked to contribute far less than larger pop- 
ulation cities like Chelsea, Saugus, Malden, 
Winthrop, and Revere. 

“It’s based on the population of students. 
So it’s not divided equally by 12, it’s calcu- 
lated based. on [enrollments],” Means ex- 
plained. “Stoneham has roughly 70 students 
there between 9th and 12th grade. Other 
towns like Winchester will pay even less.” 
“Some of the bigger communities that 
send a lot of kids here, it will cost them some 
more. [But the district’s portion of the proj- 
ect] will be amortized out 30 years...We’re 
committed to doing this properly,” later said 
McCarthy. 

According to DiBarri, though district of- 
ficials have been working with the MSBA 
since 2017 on the building project, he’s al- 
ready started making the rounds to area 
cities and towns to remind area leaders 
about the recent flurry of activity involving 
the potential construction funding partner- 
ship. 

The superintendent, who based on cur- 
rent project timelines hopes to ask cities and 
towns to back the building project late next 
fall, also explained the district won’t have to

begin making payments until sometime in 
2025 - after the new 383,000 square foot 
school opens its doors. 

“Between September and November, I’ll 
be looking to get approvals from the 12 
towns,” DiBarri explained. “We’ve already 
started some conversations so we don’t just 
end up knocking on people’s doors last 
minute asking for money...The first pay- 
ment also wouldn’t be until 2025, so that 
gives our [member communities] another 
four years to:come up with a capital plan.” 


Preferred building plan 

The exuberant banter about approaching 
each of the district’s member communities 
with a funding request next winter comes as 
Northeast Metro Tech officials are prepar- 
ing to meet with MSBA’s Board of Directors 
this coming August to ask approval of their 
preferred site location and initial design 
plans for the new school. 

Dubbing the building plan as Option C3, 
the proposed new school, standing three-sto- 
ries tall and sized to house up to 1,600 pupils, 
would be erected on a hill that sits south of 
the existing vocational facility, which was 
first erected in 1968. 

The present vocational school, which un- 
derwent its later major expansion in 1970, is 
today occupied by a student body of 1,270. It 
was built to accommodate a student body of 
900. 

With vocational school educations more 
popular than ever - the waiting list at North- 
east generally totals around 400 would-be 
students in any given year - the new facility 
is being sized to meet that excess demand. 


According to DiBarri and other school of- 
ficials, other notable features of the building 
project would include: 

e The clustering of academic classroom 
areas around vocational programs on each 
floor of the facility; 

¢ The acquisition of new state-of-the-art 
equipment for traditional learning tracks 
like the automotive, carpentry, dental, 
STEM, and business technology sectors; 

¢ The inclusion:of space to expand pro- 
gramming into the biotech, and other health 
technology and medical services fields; 

e and the addition of state-of-the-art 
media labs, a brand new auditorium space, 
a separate cafeteria, and several new poly- 
turf athletic fields. 

Besides allowing the student body to re- 
main during construction on the expansive 
43-acre campus near the popular Break- 
heart Reservation, the location of the new 
school will also facilitate the construction of 
a secondary access driveway that cuts into 
Farm Road by Saugus’ DPW building just 
over the Wakefield line. 

That secondary access, in addition to 
helping mitigate traffic problems during the 
building project, will also go a long way to- 
wards cutting down on some of the traffic is- 
sues that presently plague the site during 
school arrival and dismissal times. 

“They'll be an entrance off of Main Street 
near the Saugus line. It’s a great idea, be- 
cause if you’ve ever seen the traffic at Hem- 
lock Road, it’s like coming out from 
Stoneham High School on Franklin Street.

There will be modifica- 
tions of course. Wrestlers will 
need to wear masks along 
with their usual headgear.

Moving forward 

Presuming the MSBA advances the 
Northeast Vocational School project into the 
project funding phase next August, school 
officials will then begin work towards ap- 
proving a project scope and budget with the 
state agency. ‘ 

The MSBA, which has contributed hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars towards local 
school building projects across Massachu- 
setts, will per that agreement settle upon a 
final construction budget for the undertak- 
ing. And though the state agency is certain 
to exclude certain design elements, such as 
any work pertaining to athletic field im- 
provements or oversized auditoriums, the 
Northeast Vocational School will enjoy one 
of the highest reimbursement rates granted 
in recent memory. 

That baseline 72 percent reimbursement 
rate is locked in thanks to legislation passed 
in 2017 under the watchful eye of former 
Speaker of the House Robert DeLeo, whose 
hometown of Winthrop is part of Northeast’s 
regional school district. 

By contrast, when officials from Lexing- 
ton’s Minuteman Regional Vocational Tech- 
nical High School got approved for MSBA 
funding back in 2016, the district’s reim- 
bursement rate was set at 44.75 percent. 
Likewise, Stoneham Public School officials, 
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who are also pursuing a potential MSBA 
partnership on a new high school, are eyeing 
a baseline 52 percent reimbursement for its 
proposed $173 million facility. 

“The Town of Stoneham might even be 
able to include this [yearly funding commit- 
ment] in its annual budget, rather than go 
for a debt exclusion [like it will need to for 
Stoneham High],” said Means, who previ- 
ously served as the.town’s moderator. 

Once the MSBA okays the project and 
scope agreement, the district will have 120 
days to secure funding. That local approval 
process will begin with the Northeast School 
Committee, which will be tentatively asked 
to sanction the project in the middle of next 
fall. At that point, the regional school dis- 
trict’s 12 member communities. will then be 
asked if they have any objections to that ap- 
proval. 

Should none launch a protest, the project 
will move ahead. 

However, if one community dissents, vot- 
ers from all 12 sending cities and towns will 
head to the ballot box to decide the matter 
once and for all. 

Such a scenario unfolded for the Minute- 
man school building project back in 2016, 
when the Town of Belmont objected to the 
capital funding request. During a subse- 
quent election in September of 2016, voters 
overwhelmingly okayed the construction 
project by a 70 percent margin.

Lentine, the WHS Hall of fe 


Fame Boys' soccer coach. 
Lentine, who started the 
program in 1964, passed 
away in August of 2017. He 
was employed by 
Wilmington Public 
Schools for 33 years as an 
Industrial Arts Teacher 
and later in the Guidance 
Department. 

This past August, behind 
the efforts of one of his 


former players Chris. 
DiCecca, a memorial 
bench was named in 


honor of Lentine. 

"He was a great guy,” 
said DiCecca to the Town 
Crier. “He was not only an 
awesome soccer coach but 
more importantly he was 
a mentor whom had such 
a positive influence on 
many of the athletes and 
students of Wilmington 
High School,” DiCecca 
said. “Those that came in 
contact with Frank knew 
that they were blessed to 
have him in their life. He 
looked out for the well- 
being of others and is 


truly missed by all. A 
great guy." 

Lentine, in fact, was not 
only by all accounts a 
great guy, but he was also 
a heck of a coach and 
player. He _ attended 
Fitchburg State College, 
where he helped capture 
the program’s first ever 
New England Teachers 
College Conference 
(NETCC) Championship 
in 1957, and in 2018 was 
elected to the school’s 
Hall of Fame as a mem- 
ber of that squad. After 
graduating from 
Fitchburg, Lentine spent 
two years in the military 
and two years in the work 
force, before becoming an 
Industrial Arts teacher at 
WHS in 1960. 

Four years later, Lentine 
asked then Athletic 
Director Larry Cushing 
about the possibility of 
organizing soccer as a 


club sport. Cushing was 
receptive of the idea and 
17 players signed up and 
soccer was a club sport 
until the fall of 1969. 
Wilmington played as an 
independent team, from 
1969-1971 playing against 
many of the state's best 
teams and finished 24-14-5 
under Lentine's direction. 


In the fall of 1972, 
Wilmington competed in 
the Northern Soccer 


League and finished 10-1-3 
and were the first team in 
program history to qualify 
and compete in the state 
tournament, losing to 
Needham, 3-1. _ 

The next two seasons the 
Wildcats finished 12-1-1 
and 9-3-2 under Lentine 


and the success continued | 
in 1975 with a record of 14- } 


1-1. The 'Cats qualified for 
the state tournament for 
the fourth straight season 
and lost in the sectional 
semi-finals

Oh Brother! ‘Cats dominate 
Winchester to close out season

The Red & Black defense came up with big plays to keep Wilmington from scoring 
on its next two drives, but the third time the Wildcats scored on a four-play, 70-yard 
drive. Smolinsky's 13-yard run got Wilmington into Winchester territory, and then he 
took a swing pass from Germano, appeared to be stopped a couple times, before 
breaking away for a 48-yard touchdown reception and a 14-0 lead. 

On the first play of the next Red & Black drive, Martin tried to go deep to Ross 
again, only to have Rebinskas come up with his third interception of the half. 

Wilmington again started from its 30, and Germano again orchestrated a 70-yard 
touchdown drive, this one in six plays. Germano found his brother John Germano 
down the left sideline for 40 yards to get the Wildcats down to the Winchester 21. 
Three plays later, Germano rolled to his right and found John in the end zone for a 
six-yard touchdown and a 21-0 halftime lead. 

The Red & Black did earn a chance to try and score in the final minute of the second 
quarter, but it was Wilmington defensive back Gavin Erickson who made a spectac- 
ular catch in the end zone for the fourth interception of the half. 

"We played really good in the secondary, the kids played tough," said Turner. "We 
kind of challenged them because we knew they (Red & Black) like to throw the ball. 
They have talented receivers and their quarterback is phenomenal. We made some 
big plays in spots, and having a 30-mile-an-hour crosswind didn't hurt, either." 

The Wildcats got the ball to start the second half and went on another sizable scor- 
ing drive, this one 69 yards in Six plays. 

A 20-yard completion from Germano to tight end John Rhind got the momentum 
going, and then a 25-yard run for Erickson set Wilmington up at the 13. On the next 
play, Misuraca went right up the middle for his second touchdown of the game and a 
28-0 lead. 

"We got to a lot of different stuff in our offense," said Turner. "I said to the kids it's 
a shame that we are done because we are really starting to hit our stride offensively. 
We've been good on defense all year. We kind of fell off the wagon last week against 
Stoneham, but we really bounced back on offense." 


Gianci (16 rushes for 91 yards) had a good game at running back for Winchester, 


springing for big runs on first down three times, including a 20-yarder to start the first 
drive of the second half, but the drive stalled from there, and the Wildcats started 
their next possession at their 48. 

Smolinsky got it going again with 15-yard run. Another key play was a Germano flip 
pass to Smolinsky, who turned a possible sack into a 16-yard gain down to the Red & 
Black 21. After a six-yard loss, Germano kept the ball for a 21-yard gain down to the 
6. Smolinsky scored his second touchdown on the next play for a 35-0 lead.

“The coaches always get 
on him because he tries 
to break everything down 
to the finest detail to the 
point where he starts to 
confuse himself. He got a 
lot better at that this 
year. He simplified the 
game and just went and 
played and he played 
faster that way and was a 
lot better. In the past he 
was so worried about ‘if 
this guy does this and 
that guy does that' and 
we would just say 'do 
what you are supposed to 
do. Don't’ worry about 
what happens if this or 
that happens'. 

“Tyler was a lot like 
that when we first got 
there too, so I think part 
of that is kids just need to 
learn team defenses as 
opposed to trying to 
make every single play 
out there.” 

For the season, as a 
linebacker, Roberts made 
46 tackles in six games 
with 14 for loss of yards, 
while he had one QB sack 
and one defensive inter- 
ception.

I told the kids 
at the beginning of the 
year that we are making 
this move offensively 
because we think it's best 
for us, but we knew it was 
going to take some time. 

“In a normal season, 
you would have your

Sports Correspondent 
sports@yourtowncrier.com 
WILMINGTON - At the 
varsity level, the

The first goal of any jun- 
ior varsity team, beyond 
any wins and losses, is to 
prepare their players to 
compete at the varsity 
level, picking up the skills 
they will need to compete 
at the next level.

Despite . being pretty 
clearly overmatched 


against a Central team

would have been a top 
contender for the Division 
1 state championship, the 
Redmen (5-2) refused to 
give in to their deeper and 
more talented opponents, 
mounting a second half 
comeback before. falling 
short by a score of 30-14 in 
a game played at Lowell’s 
Cawley Stadium. 

Central, who finished 
the season a perfect 7-0, 
jumped out to a 27-0 half- 
time lead and eventually 
extended it to 30-0 early in 
the second half, but the 
Redmen never quit, claw- 
ing back with a pair of 
fourth quarter touch- 
downs before finally-suc- 
cumbing to the Raiders. 

“We were down 30-0, but 
we controlled the ball the 
whole second quarter, so 
we had the sense of belief 
that we could move the 
ball on offense, and then 
we shored some things up 
on defense,” Tewksbury 
coach Brian Aylward said 
of his team’s second half 
performance. “Defense is 
about fight and effort and 
we did that a little bit bet- 
ter in the second half. I 
thought they did their 
town proud.” 

Central wasted little 
time in jumping on top, 
showing the quick strike 
offense that has made 
them so effective this sea- 
son. After stopping the 
Redmen on the game’s 
opening possession, the 
Raiders needed just six 
plays to march 78 yards 
on their first possession, 
capping the drive with a 
perfect 14-yard pass to the 
corner of the end zone 
from junior quarterback 
Ayden Pereira to senior 
wide receiver Mark 
Ciccarelli with 6:54 left in 
the first quarter for a 7-0 
lead after the first of

three extra points on the 
day by Nicholas Mazzie. 
The Raiders struck even 
more quickly on their 
next possession, needing 
only three plays before 


senior running back 
Jackson. Burns © broke 
some tackles in the 


Redmen secondary and 
raced 42 yards down the 
left sideline to make the 
score 14-0 with 1:27 left in 
the first quarter. 

Down 14-0 early on to 
one of the best teams in 
the state, the Redmen did 
not hang their heads, as 
they instead put together 
their best drive of the 
game, marching 78 yards 
on a remarkable 16-play 
drive that consumed near- 
ly the entire second quar- 
ter. The Redmen were led 
on the drive by the tough 
running of senior fullback 
Kalu Olu, who gained 34 
of his game high 74 yards 
on the drive, as well as 
senior quarterback Ryne 
Rametta, who completed 
three passes for 37 yards 
on the drive. 

The Redmen drove from 
their 20-yard line to the 
Raider five where they 
had a first and goal, but 
got only as far as they 
two-yard line with three 
running plays before dis- 
aster struck on fourth 
down, when Central’s 
Preston Zinter sacked 
Rametta at the 20-yard 
line, forcing a fumble, 
which was picked up and 
returned for an apparent

Wiggins. 
The touchdown was 


called back to the 
Tewksbury 34-yard line 
due to an illegal block 


“penalty, but two plays 


later, Central struck 
again, with Pereira hook- 
ing up with Zinter for a 19- 
yard scoring pass.

“We had our chances 
there, in the second quar- 
ter. I thought we were

penalty against Central as 
well as an 18-yard run by 
Kalu. Senior running back 
Kyle Darrigo capped the 
drive with a tough nine- 
yard run up the middle, 
breaking tackles all the 
way to the end zone with 
11:52 left in the game, 
making the score 30-7 on 
the first of two Nabil 
Barkallah extra points. 

The Redmen showed 
some quick strike ability

The season came to a 
heartbreaking end for 
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This past Thursday, 
Eleanor Riddle, a _ big 
TMHS -sports supporter, 
passed away. Back in the 
November 28, 2007 edition 
of the Town Crier, Rick 
Cooke wrote this story 
about Eleanor and a large 
group of the other 
Redmen Football moms 
and wives who attended 
the games together and 
formed friendships and 
lifetime memories.

TEWKSBURY -- Over 
40 years and 40 grand- 
children. That's a lot a 
football and plenty of 
child rearing. They call 
themselves the ‘Fifty 
Yard Line Mothers', and 
they've seen and cared 
about hundreds _ of 
Tewksbury High School 
football players. Football 
is fun, but for them, fam- 
ilies have always been a 
big part of the process. 

Agnes LaFreniere, 
Eleanor Riddle and Joan 
Tremlett are charter 
members of this group 
that began going to 
Tewksbury High School 
football games back in 
1964, when Agnes' oldest 
son Roger was playing 
quarterback and defen- 
sive end for coach Frank 
Flanagan's Redmen. 
Roger was the son of a 
now-retired Tewksbury 
firefighter, also named 
Roger, and he marked the 
beginning of a clan that 
raised cheerleaders and 
football players for two 
decades. 

"Roger didn't play a lot 
until he was a senior, so 
that's when we started 
this (the mother's club) 
back in 1964," says 
Agnes. "It was something 
that I thought would be 
great, because there was- 

n't much being done_for 
the. team back then. I 
decided that at that time 
it would be nice to start 
the spaghetti suppers at 
my place. Roberta 
Chandler, the firechief's 
wife, made the dessert 
and I made the spaghetti. 
I did it myself (for the 18 
TMHS players) for a cou- 
ple of years,then Eleanor 
came in to help, then 
Joan. It just got bigger 
and bigger." 

It became a club of car- 
ing when mothers mostly 
just washed their sons 
dirty uniforms and hoped 
for the best come 
Saturday. Breakfasts, 
tailgating, lunches before 
the away games, and of 
course, plenty of rooting 
for football players in 
between. 

The LaFreniere brood 
of eight (Roger, David, 
Diane, Joanne, Carol, 
Cindy, ~« Robert and 
Jeanie), the Riddle clan 
(Matthew, Mark, John, 
Luke, Missy and Peter) 
and the Tremlett quartet 
(Ray, Doug, Scott, Pat 
(always known as 'Boo') 


all watched as_ their 
moms became charter 
members of the group 
that included Nancy 
Billings, Barbara Hague, 
Ruth Perrin and Ruth 
Maher. 

Traditions were started 
and took hold with. this 
group of caring women. 
In the LaFreniere family, 
you either were a cheer- 
leader or a player, some- 
times even part of the 
band, but you were 
always there to be a 
Redmen in one way or 
another. The Riddles fea- 
tured some hard-nosed 
and hard-luck football 
players (Matt and 
Mark), ~~ while the 
Tremlett's raised some 
outstanding athletes that 
included a pair of foot- 
ball players (Scott and 
"Boo') who helped build 
the TMHS winning tradi- 
tion in the 1980's. 

They began going to 
games not on a lark, but 
because they really liked 
and cared about 
Tewksbury High School 
football. 'People just did 
not take our seats when 
we started going to the 
games,if we were there 
yet or not. Those seats 
were always there for 
us," Agnes remembers. 
"In the early 90's, we 
moved to the thirty-five 
yard line." 

Eleanor Riddle began 
going to TMHS football 
games with her father in 
1946 and really has never 
stopped going, especially 
on Thanksgiving morn- 
ing. Last Thursday, when 
Mickey Deshler was up 
leading the cheers for his 
nephew’ Tyler, she was 
two seats down. She 
remembers when her 
late husband Jim was 
tailgaiting with the rest 
of what she calls 'the 
boys' and she was help- 
ing to prep the pre-game 
Turkey Day breakfast. 

"We tailgated next to 
the Center /School 
garage. We'd cook eggs 
and bacon, with orange 
candles on the tables, 
and everybody would 
stand in line with their 
money,and we'd say no- 
this isn't a real break- 
fast, you don't have to 
pay," she laughs. "Jimmy 
Gillis from Wilmington 
(WHS assistant coach) 
would come over and 
we'd say, he's ok, give 
him a cup of coffee." 

Then there were the 
road trips and_ the 
Saturday lunches. 

"All of us would meet 
every Saturday for lunch 
in whatever town the 
game was. We would find 
a restaurant in that area 
for.every game, no mat- 
ter where it was," says 
Riddle. 

Eleanor organized the 
fans' buses for 
Tewksbury's first Super 
Bowl in 1981 against 
Winthrop at Boston 
College. "I remember 
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Fond memories of Eleanor Riddle and th the ome line gang

that the Winthrop people 
called us farmers," says 
Riddle. Those farmers 
could really travel in 
style, and were there in 
droves to see the Redmen 
fall,14-0. 

Mothers tend to remem- 
ber wardrobe. Joan 
Tremlett, whose son 
"Boo' played on that 1981 
team,recalls her kid's 
shoes for that game. "I 
remember that they had 
to give the kids special 
shoes for the astro-turf, 
and only the seniors got 
to keep the shoes." 

Eleanor Riddle not only 
recalls the games, but 
the injuries, always a 
part of high school foot- 
ball. When you are a 50- 
yard-line mother, or any 
mother for that matter, 
you feel your son's pain. 
She says that her son 
Mark ‘never played a 
Thanksgiving game.' 


Injuries bit the third 
Riddle to play TMHS 
football for three sea- 
sons,a s he broke his col- 
larbone, ankle, and final- 
ly his neck during his 
senior season. But 
Eleanor remembers one 
game. "His senior year 
he had three intercep- 
tions against BC High at 
their field." 

These days, the club 
numbers three, and they 
say although the times 
and faces have changed, 
they all still love 
Tewksbury High School 
football. Agnes' daughter 
Cindy has quad-boys, so 
the Redmen may have 
the beginnings of a full- 
house backfield in the 
near future. 

The games are not with- 
out memories mixed with 
some hope and sadness. 
"It seems that a lot of the 
mothers that we sit next 


to in the stands bond 
together," says Tremlett. 
"A lot of the people that 
we used to sit with are 
gone," says Riddle. "The 
last Thanksgiving game 
that I went to in 
Tewksbury, I think that I 
knew about five people. I 
said, what's going on, 
nobody's here." 

'The boys' are also 
gone. The fathers and 
husbands of these women 
who care about 
Tewksbury High School 
kids, even if their sons 
and daughters have long 
since graduated from the 
school. They still think 
about 'the boys.’ Joan 
Tremlett's husband Ray, 
died last year, and if ever 
there was a TMHS Super 
Fan, it was Ray Tremlett. 

"For the last few years, 
it's been Matthew going 
to the games with Ray, 
Tommy Conlin, and all of

Riddle's voice trails off. 
"Matthew hasn't gone to 
a game all year because 
he's had nobody to. pal 
around with.

Conversation does at 
times drift back to 'the 
boys.' "Those guys would 
always go to the games 
together," says Riddle. 
"Pa Barry and Pa 
Aylward were always in 
their lawn chairs in the 
endzone every 
Thanksgiving. Most of 
the other guys always 
walked around during the 
games while we sat. We 
could always meet them 
after the game down by 
the back gate. They're all 
gone now." 

But, the '50 Yard Line 
Mothers' have the memo- 
ries and the photo that 
backs it all up. There 
'the boys' stand, ready to 
let everybody from 
Winthrop know just what 
these Tewksbury 'farm- 
ers' are all about. The 
wives, sons and daugh- 
ters are still around to 
remind everyone that 
Tewksbury football basks 
in tradition. 

And don't forget the 
pounds of spaghetti, 
bacon. and eggs, 
some tender-loving 
cheers.

BILLERICA - In the 
record books, Saturday 
afternoon’s finale of the 
Fall-2_ season against 
KIPP Academy will sim- 
ply be listed as a rather 
lopsided 34-19 loss for the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team, which saw them fin- 
ish the abbreviated sea- 
son with a record of 3-4. 

In reality, however, the 
game was much more 


. than that. Trailing 14-0 in 


the early going of the sec- 
ond quarter to a talented 
KIPP Academy team that 
had dominated play to 
that point, the Rams 
fought back, matching 
their opponent almost 
point for point from that 
point on, twice pulling 
within one touchdown.

To say KIPP (5-2) domi-

KIPP jumped on top 
early in this one, using a

But after those early

After losing a 
total of three yards on 
their next three plays, 
Disciscio then found 
Annino in the back corner 
of the end zone for the 
scoring pass on fourth 
and goal from the 11.

KIPP would tack on 
another score before the 
end of the half when 
Setelsingh through his 
second touchdown pass of 
the game, once again 
from 16 yards out, this 
time to senior wide 
receiver: Taj King with 
1:24 left in the half..

The simplest action of 
picking up trash off the 
street and placing it in a 
proper receptacle can mean 
the difference between a 
piece of plastic winding up

harm to ecosystems.

in marshes or rivers, and 
one more frog or bird liv- 
ing without plastic in their 
bellies. 

We know that trash finds 
its ways to wetlands and 
woodlands somehow, and it 
is only through the efforts 
of individuals that it can 
be removed and processed 
properly. Trash is not 
unique to Massachusetts. 
Efforts around the globe 
are focused. on getting lit- 
ter where it belongs; in the 
bin and off of our land- 
scapes and waterways. 

Litter affects property 
values, impacts wildlife, 
and contributes to flooding 
and drainage issues. 

Legislation to combat lit- 
ter in Massachusetts is be- 
ing urged by several or- 
ganizations including Keep 
Massachusetts Beautiful. 
The efforts hope to model 
anti-littering campaigns in 
other states. 

The legislation would set 
aside funding for education- 
al outreach and enforce- 
ment for things like improp- 


erly covered truck loads, 
roadside dumping, and fund 
ramped up litter collection. 
MassDOT is actively en- 
gaged in trying to reduce 
roadside litter which is not 
only unsightly, but is con- 
sidered dangerous. 


Creating a litter preven- ~ 


tion and clean up task 
force will start the process 
of more active engage- 
ment and awareness of 
the litter problem across 
the state. Campaigns such 
as Don’t Mess with Texas 
and Don’t Trash Tennes- 
see have been cited as ex- 
amples of raising aware- 
ness and funding for more 
barrels, more aggressive 
trash collection, and edu- 
cation for citizens at the 
youngest levels. 

As part of litter reduction 
efforts, communities ac- 
ross the nation are seeking 
to reduce plastics such as 
straws, polystyrene take- 
out containers, and nip 
bottles — items which ac- 
count for a large portion of 
the overall plastic pollu- 


tion which threatens our 
waters and wildlife. 
Making sure that trash 
barrel and recycling toter 
lids are secure is one way 
to prevent trash from seep- 
ing out into our environ- 
ment and something we 
can all do locally. 
Wilmington just had an 
Earthy Day trash clean up 
and Tewksbury’s is sched- 
uled for Saturday, May 8, 
2021.

The article in reference 
was Article 60, which pro- 
poses to rezone parcels 
around Route 125 to high- 
way industrial from resi- 
dential 60. 

Hull explained that there 
have been other occasions
